Two Hundred Buildings Said to Have 
Been Destroyed at Canea. 
Canea, Island of Crete, Feb. 9.—It 
is officially announced that the fires 
have been totally quenched. In all, ac­ 
cording to the official report, 200 build­ 
ings have been destroyed 
and 
5,000 
Christians have fled. Of this number 
2,000 are on board the British war­ 
ships. The Greek warships have taken 
off the rest of the Christian refugees. 
In conclusion the official report says 
that tranquillity reigned in the town 
and in its vicinity, and that the Turk­ 
ish troops, throughout, behaved in an 
orderly manner.

Sweeping: Opinion Delivered by Jodgs 
Clark of Chattanooga.
